CIVIL PROCEEDINGS

COMPLAINT NAMES EUGENE R. KARCZEWSKI AND EUGENE F. KARCZEWSKI

On April 24, the Commission announced the filing of a complaint against Eugene R.
Karczewski (Karczewski) and Eugene F. Karczewski (Karczewski Jr.) in federal court
in New York seeking temporary and permanent injunctive relief, a freeze of Karczewski
and Karczewski Jr.'s (collectively, Karczewskis) assets, an accounting, an order
expediting discovery, and an order of disgorgement and penalties. The complaint
alleges that by means of an unregistered non-exempt public offering of securities
styled "Investor Agreements,” the Karczewskis solicited over $34 million of investor
funds from more than 1,200 investors. The complaint alleges that the Karczewskis used
a corporate entity which they formed, Stockbridge Funding Corporation (Stockbridge),
as a vehicle for fraud by misappropriating investor funds for their personal benefit.

The complaint further alleges that the Karczewskis made material misrepresentations
and omissions to investors, including, among other things, that investments with
Stockbridge were ”"triple-secured” and "as safe as federal bonds.” The complaint
seeks disgorgement from the Karczewskis of funds misappropriated for their personal
benefit from Stockbridge of at least $7,084,944.35, plus prejudgment interest. [SEC

GERALD HELLBERG ENJOINED, FINED FOR INSIDER TRADING

Judge Aldon J. Anderson has permanently enjoined Gerald Hellberg from violating the
antifraud provisions of the Exchange Act. He also ordered Hellberg to disgorge
$328,000 in profits from unlawful insider trading in options for the common stock of
Lucky Stores, Inc. and imposed a civil penalty equal to twice Hellberg's profits.
Payment of the civil penalty was waived based upon Hellberg’'s representations that
he is unable to pay the fine. Hellberg was ordered to pay $20,000 and to provide
quarterly financial reports to the Commission for five years. During this time the
Commission may demand that he begin making regular payments toward satisfying the
remainder of his disgorgement obligation.

In October, 1990, a jury found Hellberg liable for violating Sections 10(b) and l4(e)
of the Exchange Act and Rules 10b-5 and l4e-3 thereunder by purchasing Lucky Stores
options in March 1988 while in possession of confidential information obtained from
his son that Lucky was to be the target of a tender offer from his son’s employer,
American Stores Company. His son earlier consented to entry of a judgment against
him without either admitting or denying liability. See LR-12686 and LR-12359. [SEC
